 F.. 35 Jude, Thaddens, and Lebbews, but accord- 
ing to the Opinions of fuch as have inqui- 


red into their fignifications, they fignifie all one 
and 'the fame thing. As for his- Deſcent and Pa- 
rentage, he was one of the four. that were called 
our Lord's Brothers, Son to Joſeph, and .Brother 
to St. James Biſhop of Jeruſalem; that he was one 
of the Twelve Apoſtles is certain, þeing' often 
nutbred with-them by the Evangeliſts ; and eſpe- 
cially in the 14 Chapter of St. John's Goſpel, we 
find upon our Saviour's declaring to his Diſciples 
what” great things he and his Father would do; 

and what glarious Manifeſtations he would, make 


*of-his Power and Godhead, after his Reſurrecti- 


on to fuch of his Diſciples as perſevered in their ' 
Obedieffce. St. Jude (who looked for nothing 
leſs than a Temporal Kingdom of the Meſliah, 
not thinking how that mean condition in which 
our Saviour continued in upon Earth, could con- 
{iſt with the Pomp and Magnificence that was ex- 
pected upon that ogecaſign) demanded of our Sa- 
viour, why he would manifeſt himſelf to his diſciples 
and not to the world? to which our Lord replyed, 
that the world was not capable of ſuch divine Manife- 
{ations as ſhould be revealed unto them. 

'  Exſebius tells us that a ſhort time after the AC - 
cenlipn' of our Lord St. Thomas diſpatched T; >

The Life of Bonaventure. 


Onaventure was an Tralian by Birth, born in 
Etruria,' of Noble Parentage, who had a 
greater regard for his Soul, than his Body; 


and therefore; although they had great riches to , 


leave him, - yet they brought himup in Learning, 
and fo. well he profited, . that when. he was 16 
years of Ape, he 'coul ſpeak the Greek as flient 
as,his. Native Language; all his delight being in 
reading, the Scriptures, and the works .of the Fa: 
thers; and in his behaviours to all. men; was {6 
humble. and. courteous, . that he gained the love of 
thoſe who.only knew by. the report of fame, and 
as 2 memento. leſt» he, ſhould be puffed up above 
himſelf : He cauſed to he engraven. in his Study 
VVindow; this ſentence of our Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus. Chriſt,., Learn of me, for I am weaks &c. nor 

he abſtain from ſervile labours, thereby to keep

ea faritable, nor would he ever offend the

He hated Idleneſs, and when he had nothing 
to-do iri publick -afftaires, he always keptto his 
Study, reading and well contidering the: works of 
the Fathers; . gathering,ut. of : them-ſuch Sen- 
texices as: might be moſt powerful to win Souls 
unto Chriſt; of which; he: compiled; his famions 
Pheretra,: and thebetter, to keep himſetf employed 
he wrote the Bible over with tis own hand, and 
ſo well uſed it, - thay he;could-readily, Cite all-the

Paris:tor the ſpace of three years, hentas: choſen
